LONDON, April 6 CWP).—Breaking new ground in economic poh- 
cy. the Labor government today offered $1.7 billion in persona] tax 
cuts in return for a union agreement to limit wage gains to 3 per cent. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Denis Healey told the Commons that 
deating inflation was the nation’s first task. To do it, he insisted in 


his budget speech, 


wage costs must be held down. 


He held out the lure of increased tax exemptions and a widening 
of tax brackets hearily loaded in fayor of workers. But these would 


only come into effect, he said, if 
the trade unions agreed to curb 
their demands, 

It is believed here that this is 
unique—the first time any indus- 
trial nation has offered condi- 
tional tax cuts fo encourage pay 
restraint. 

4 British chancellor can an- 
nounce ἃ tax change and it takes 
effect at once, Parliament can 
later reverse such 8 move but it 
does so at the risk of 
the government out of office and 
forcing an election. 

Mr. Healey recalled that last 
summer the trade unions agreed 
to 8 £6 ($11.20 now? or 10-per-cent 
weekly ceiling on pay gains. That, 
he said, saved Britain from “col- 
lapse” because wages and prices 
had been shooting up at a dizzy- 
ing pace, more than 30 per cent a 


year. 

The unions, even the most mili. 
tant, have observed this limit so 
well that inflation has been cut 
in half, he said. But the present 
15-per-cent rate is still too high 
and must be halved again by the 
end of next year, he said. 

Offers to Unions 

To reach this target, to bring 
Britain's inflation rate nearer to 
its competitors’ and thereby halt 
the continuing slide of the pound, 
an even lower pay ceiling must 
be imposed, he said.

James Callaghan was greeted upon his 
entry into office as Her Majesty's first min- 
ister by a sharp fall in the .British pound. 
‘Thts need noi be taken as 8 specific criticism 
ef either Mr. Callaghan or ‘of the budget 
which his chancellor of the Exchequer, Denis 
Healey, presented later. Rather, it was an 
omen, like the dream of Calpumia of 
Caesar's statue, “spouting blood in many 
pipes." For Prime Minister Callaghan. 64, 


has inherited from Harold Wilson more than’ 


the chieftainship of the Cabinet. There is a 
British economy that is “spouting blood” and 
a Labor party so sharply divided that it led 
some weeks ago to a defeat of the govern- 
ment in the House of Commons. Mr. Cal- 


laghan takes office with a nominal majority _ 


of one in ἃ House of Commons of 635. 
However, if any of the contestants for 
Harold Wilson’s leadership can unite the 
Labor party it is probably James Callaghan. 
He has already warned the right ‘and left 
wings of the party that neither of them 
holds “the ark of the covenant.” - His own 
choice was made in gentlemanly fashion, 
without bitterness or marked intensification 
of the intraparty dispute. But if remains to 
be seen whether this appearance of unity 
will hold against the issues that divide 
Labor; whether “the government can keep 
the support of the parliamentary party.” In 
Mr. Callaghan’s words, and thus delay 5 
general election “until we are ready for 1t.” 


Even more important, for Britain, is how 
the new Prime Minister assures the pnity of 
his party support. He has told the country 
that his “first and most vital job is driving 


- down the rate of inflation.” and pointed out 


the sdéber fact that if Britain is to sell the 
goods abroad which if needs, the economy 
must be a disciplined one—there is “no soft 
option.” Much of labor, even on the left 


- and among the unions, supports this general 
‘thesis. But it does not take many votes to 


defeat this government, or many strikes to 
damage production and distribution of goods. 
If the government moves toward softer op- 
tions it might hold the party together-——and 
gravely hurt the country. 

_ There is every reason to hope that Mr. Cal- 
laghan can walk his tightrope successfully 
and move Britain toward a sounder position, 
at home and in world markets. Yet 1 is still 


» to be deplored that Britain’s leadership must 


teeter on a tightrope, that its parliamentary 
margin is so uncertain and its governing 
party so divided. A general election would 
produce its own uncertainties during the 
campaign, and might bring no clearer man- 
date to the victors. But at least the people 
as a whole wonld have spoken, and there 
would be a mandate of sorts. It might be 
petter—for Mr. Callaghan, wrestling with 
his inheritance, and for the country that has 
inherited Mr. Callaghan—to hold a. general 
election. 


Fla Vaccine for U.S. 


A well known advantage of being president 
hefore a presidential election is the ability 
to use the office and its power to build a 
positive image before the voters. President 
Ford may—-or may not—have considered, at 
least for a fleeting moment, the political 
dividends of being seen as the savior of the 
American people's health when he decided to 
call for a $135-million rush program to vac~ 
cinate every person in the United States 
against 2 new type of influenza virus. ὃ 
. But it would be unfortunate if Congress 
simply rubber-stamped Mr. Ford's proposal 
without consulting independent opinion and 
asking hard questions about it. Conceivably 
Mr. Ford is right; but if so that has not yet 
The House 
Appropriations Committe has already ap- 
proved the President’s request, and speedy 
congressional passage is anticipated. But at 
jeast one congressman, Rep. Clarence Long, 
D-Md., has wondered out loud: “Is 1Ὁ neces- 
gary?” 

‘A systematic approach toward this issue 
must recognize that the President in effect 
made four assumptions ih reaching his con- 
elusion, and all are questionable. He as- 
sumed first that there is a real danger the 
nation will suffer a major epidemic later this 
year of a flu virns akin to that which caused 
the 1918-1919 world pandemic. The Pres- 
ident ignored the fact that most influenza 
deaths are due to bacterial pneumonia and 
other similar infections that can be com- 
bated by antibiotics, which are available now 
but were not available in 1918 The specter 
of mass death ahead is perhaps less fear- 
some than anticipated. 


“Second, the President assumes that the 
pharmaceutical industry can produce this 
vast amount of vaccine in a few months, and 
that all Americans can be vaccinated In a 
short time. Doubts are legitimate on both 
points. - : 

Third, the President assumes that the 
benefit of a vaccine will be greater than its 
costs—in terms of human distress as well as 
money. Every medication known has un- 
expected side effects and can adversely 
affect those who are allergic to its constitu- 


‘tents. It is conceivable that if there is no 


flu epidemic and if over 200 million persons 
in the United States are vaccinated with this 
new pharmaceutical, a not inconsiderable 
number of people might be adversely affected 
for little or no gain. 


Finally, the President 15 assuming that the _ 
vaccine produced will be effective, an as-- 


sumption that must be regarded as question- 
able at this time when medical scientists 


have not even determined yet how. much of | 
the vaccine should be administered to each . 


person. 
The President’s medical advisers seem to 
have panicked and to have talked. him into 
8 decision based on the worst assumptions 
about the stil] poorly known virus and the 
best assumptions about the vaccine, its time- 
table for manufacture, 105 potential for harm 
and {ts efficacy. / 
A convincing case for the President's pro- 
posal has not yet been made, and it cannot 
be made until these who support it debate 
publicly with the medical and sclentific skep- 
tics who are already voicing their doubts.

Levi Calls a Halt 


The order of Attorney General Edwerd 
Ἑ. Levi to destroy all records that resulted 
from 2 year’s illegal electronic and physical 
surveillance of a newspaper columnist by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation speaks well 
for Mr. Levi's determination to place the 
FBI under the rule of law. 

The illegal spying on Joseph Kraft, which 
was ordered by the late J. Edgar Hoover. 
iliustrates the way the FBI filled its dossiers 
with political and personal gossip unrelated 
to national security or law enforcement. 
These were the dossiers which the bureau 
Subsequently was able to use as material for 
political harassment and clandestine char- 
acter assassination. : 

Mr. Levi, who rightly considers it the mark 
of true conservatism to conserve the Con- 
stitution, is reported to be planning a further 


directive which would order the FBI to notify 
all those who had been the unwitting targets 
of Colntelpro, a 17-year program of political 
harassment. Such an order might give ἃ 
chance for redress to those whose careers 
and personal lives were mysteriously dis- 
rupted by anonymous accusers who took 
their cue from these unauthorized and m- 
evaluated FBI dossiers. 

The attorney general’s action would place 
future FBI directors and agents on notice 
that their resort to political activism, dirty 
tricks and smear campaigns is inconrpetible 
with democratic rule. In placing justice for 
wronged citizens above the considerable ad- 
ministrative burden the disclosure directive 
may entail, Mr. Levi will do much to restore 
confidence in the government's genuine con- 
cern for the protection of civil liberties.

Europe’s Economic Laggards 
Britain and Italy currently have many 
economic features in common. They share 
the highest devaluation rate in Europe, the 
steepest inflation, the biggest wage increases, 
high output losses due to strikes, a tendency 
for the government to take over bankrupt 
companies. big budget deficits. big negative 
payments balances and rising foreign in- 
debtedness. It would be dangerons to regard 
the two countries as entirely comparanie, if 
only for reasons of history and national 
temperament. Yet the economic statistics 
show that in both Britain and Italy there 


is a bigger discrepancy between wages and 
output than in other countries, and it 15 
immaterial whether this is due to overman- 
ning. as in Britain, or to intolerable social 
burdens heaped on employers, as in Italy. 
The economic plight in which both countries 
find themselves is proof enough of how 
Uttle welfare state policies actnally benefit 
the Indiyidual. It seems evident that any 
cure must come from within and must in- 
clude the recognition by the trades unions 
that thelr present attitudes are bound to 
paralyze the economy.

Eight NHL Squads Start Out

NEW YORK, April 6 (AP),—It 
had remsined an unfinished work 
until right up to Sunday's final 
results which closed out the 720- 
game regular season, but the 
picture now is complete for the 
preliminary round of the Na- 
tional Hockey League playoffs. 

While the division winners—the 
Montreal Canadiens, the Chicago 
Black Hawks, the Philadelphia 
Flyers and the Boston Bruirs—sit 
on the sidelines. courtesy of a 
first-round bye. eight teams begin 
best-of-three series tonight to 
determine who joins the four di- 
vision champs in the quarter- 
finals, 


The Black Hawks earned a bye 
with their victory Sunday night 
over the St. Louis Blues. The 
victory gave Chicago 83 points in 
the final Smythe Division stand- 
ings, one more than the Van~ 
couver Canucks. 

According to the league's for- 
mula for determining opponents 
for the preliminary rounds, the 
division winners get a rest while 
the eight teams that finished 
second and third in their divi- 
sions advance to the preliminaty 
round. The other six clups are 


‘eliminated from the playofis. 


Turning to the eight teams in 
the best-of-three preliminary 
round, Series A matches the team 
with the most regular-season 
points—in this case Buffalo with 
105—against the team with the 
fewest, St. Louis with 72. 

The team with the second 
greatest point total, the New 
York Islanders, draws the team 
with second-fewest poimts, Van- 
couver, in Serfes B. Similarly, in 


Series C, the third-highest in the 
point parade, the Los Angeles 
Kings, plays Atlanta, third from 
the bottom.
